TNE STATIONS GUARDED.

DAVITT. 
Davitt, on reaching the Bow Street Police 
Court, was immediately taken before the chief 


magistrate. The proceedings were private 
but it is officially announced that 
Davitt was ordered to finish 


the remainder of his sentence of penal servi- 
tude. He was removed from Bow street un- 
der escort. 
VOTED AGAINST SUSPENSION, 
The only English members of the Commons 
who voted against suspension were Cowan, 
tadicaland Home Ruler, and Libouchere, 
advanced Liberal. They also voted against 
Parnell’s suspension, but not against Finni- 
gan’s. The six members who voted aguinst 
the suspension of the twenty-eight Home 
Rulers refusing to go out on a division of the 
House were Callan Liberal, Cowan, 
Labouchere, McDonald, (Liberal), Mas far— 
lane and Sir Joseph McKenna, (Home Rul- 
ers). 
GLADSTONE’S RESOLUTION. 
LONDON, February 4.—The principal altera- 


tions in Gladstone’s resolution as finally 
adopted by the Commons are that a motion 


for urgency must be made by a minister who 
must state his reasons and that the majority 
voting urgency must consist of three to one 
in the House of at least 300 members. A modi- 
fication was also introduced making 
it clear that the Speaker was intended to use 
the powers conferred upon him only for facili- 
tating the particular business which might be 
declared urgent. 
EXTRAORDINARY PRECAUTIONS. 

The most extraordinary precautions were 
taken in the House last night. Almost every 
loor leading into the lobbies and corridors 
were watched by detectives. Forster’s office, 
the Speaker’s house and Gladstone’s private 
office were guarded by the police. 
The members’ lobby was cleared from an 
early hour, and strangers were not allowed to 
enter for several hours. 

' DAVITT IN JAIL. 

LONDON, February 4.—Davitt has been tak- 
en, after a short magisterial inquiry, to Pen- 
tonville prison. It is supposed, the police 
being insiructed to give no information, that 
he has between four and five years’ imprison- 
ment to serve.

DUBLIN, February 4.—The sentries at the 
Shannon batteries are doubled nightly, and 
the troops reinforced.

THE COMMONS DENOUNCED. 

DUBLIN, February 4.—The Dublin Free- 
man’s Journal to-day says: The House of 
Commons has become a mere machine to reg- 
ister Gladstone’s decrees. Meetings to de- 
nounce the Government will be held in many 
places on Sunday next, but there is generally 
an absence of excitement. A number of ar- 
rests,especially among members of the League, 
are expected directly the coercion bill has 
passed the Commons.

New YORK, February 4.—There is consid- 
erable excitement in Chili, nearthe town of 
Conete, on account of the large quantities of 
gold found by miners in an old abandoned

Will Not Interfere. 

ALBANY, N. V., February 4.—The Attorney- 
General has decided to take noactionin the 
matter of the petition foran application by 
him for a quo warranto against the consolida- 
tion of the telegraph companies. The Attor- 
nev-General bases his decision upon that made 
by Judge Barret to the effect that the com- 
panies have a perfect right, under the law of 
1870to consolidate. He, therefore, decides 
that the matter is not one in which the de- 
partment should interfere. 


The Telegraph Consolidation. 
The Americen Union shield was taken in an

The American Union has 
branch offices at the Lindel!, Laclede, oppo- 
site Cotton Exchange on South Fourth street, 
at the Stock Yards and several other locali- 
ties, perhaps a dozen in all. They have 
never paid expenses, and will probably be 
closed at once. The Western Union has forty- 
nine branch offices in the city and suburbs.

The Senate Amendmontsto the Fund 
ing Bill.

The Crapo Interoceanie Canal Resola- 
tion—Congressional Proceedings, 


The Senate and the Funding Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The Finance 
Committee of the Senate completed their con- 
sideration of the House funding bill, and au- 
thorized the chairman to report it back to the 
Senate with a recommendation for its passage 
with amendments, which provide that the 
bonds shall be redeemable in five years and 
payable in twenty years; that the rate of inter- 
est upon them shall be 356 per cent per annum; 


that the one ten certificates authorized by the 
bill shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding 
three and a half per cent per annum, and that 
the interest in each case shall be payable semi- 
annually. The committee strike out the fifth 
section Known as the Carlisle amendment,” 
which provided for the compulsory use of the 
new bonds as security national bank eir- 
culation, and for a change in 
the law concerning the retirement and cireu- 
lation of notes and substitute two new sec- 
tions, the principal feature of which 1s a pro- 
vision that hereafter the security given by Na- 
tional Banks for Government deposits and the 
faithful performance of their duties as public 
depositories shall consist wholly of U. 8. 
bonds. The committee also recommend that 
the allowance for the expenses of issuing and 
placing the new bonds and certificates be in- 
creased to one half of one per cent instead of 
one quarter, as limited by the House. 


Ways and Means Committee. 
WASHINGTON, February 4.—At the meet- 
ing to-day of the House Committee of Ways 
and Means, Mr. Carlisle, from the Sub-Com- 
mittee of Internal Revenue, reported in favor 
of abolishing the tax on matches, bank depos- 
its, including ‘savings banks, bank checks, 


patent medicines, perfumery, etc. The 
committee adopted the report and 
authorized him to prepare a bill 


emSodying the recommendations of the report 
and report it tothe committee. The commit- 
tee refused to abolish taxes on bank capital. 
r. Carlisle also reported a bill to regulate 
the manufacture of Weiss beer and was in- 
structed to report it favorably tothe House. 
Mr. Tucker was instructed by the commit- 
tee to prepare a substitute for the House bill 
abolishing the ten per cent stamp tax on ex- 
ports of tobacco. 


The Interoceanic Canal. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs met to-day to 
receive the report of the sub-committee, who 
have had under consideration the Crapo joint 
resolution declaring the policy of the United 
States in ference to the Interoceanic g Canal. 
The sub-cominittee presented a lengthy and 
exhaustive report, recommending material 
amendments to the resolution and its adop- 
tion. The report was read and discussed and 
ordered printed. No other action was taken 
upon it.

Proceedings in the State Legislature 
To-day—New Bills. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., February 4.—The 
Senate devoted an hour this morning discuss- 
ing the whipping post bill and refused to or- 
der it engrossed. Bills were introduced relat- 
ing to the taxation of insurance companies. 
An ‘act appropriating thirty-tive 
thousand dollars for the completion of the 
Warrensburg normal school; an act providing 
that no discrimination shall be shown to grain 
shippers who load in the same manner, pro- 
viding that the men who load from elevators. 
shall be treated like the men who Joad 
from wagons, and when cars are 
detained an unusual length of time the rail- 
road companies shail be allowed compensation 
therefor; an act providing that defendants in 
criminal cases shall be competent witnesses to 
testify to any fact; an act changing the time 
for the service of summons in civil cases 
from fifteen to thirty days; 
an act making cases where there has been 
personal service triable at first term. 

The House warmed up this morning over a 
resolution offered by 11 of Marion 
county, to the effect that the interest 
of education in the State will be best subgerv- 
ed by a surrender by the State of its claims on 
the Normal School property of the State, ex- 
cept Lincoln Institute, to the counties res- 
pectively in which they are situated and devo- 
ting the amounts usually appropriated therefor 
to the common school funds. It was laid on 
the table by a vote of 80 to 56. Bills were in- 
troduced cutting down the salary of the Ad- 
jutant General to $1,200 per annum, and eut- 
ting off the clerical force;an act requiring 
druggists to register the sale of all poison and 
establishing a Board of Pharmacy for the ex- 
amination of druggists; an act providing for 
the construction of. macadamzed roads by 
subscription of half the amount required 


by individuals, and the counties to 
pay the balance; an act providing 
that in cities of thirty thousand 


and over, only one notary public for every 
5,000 inhabitants shall be appointed; an dct 
regulating the tax on insurance companies; 
an act providing for the revision and publica- 
tion of Prof. Riley’s nine annual reports; an 
act making administrator’s deeds evidence. 


The Stock and Financial Market. 

NEW YORK, February 4.—The Post says: 
The Stock xchange markets to-day are all 
strong. United States bonds and railroad 
bonds are as a rule without important change 
in price, in the stock market 
speculation turned on the telegraph consoli- 
dation which induced a general covering of a 
iarge short interest made recently in the 
whole list. The effect of consolidation has been 
to strengthen the whole stock market, 
for the reason that it is 
construed as a bull event, and as 
such created active buying back of stocks 


which had been sold short. Telegraph 
stocks advanced to 118%; for Western 
Union, to i), for Amerlean, 


Union, and 10 49% for A. and P. telegraph. 
This advapee has not been fully maintained. 
Tire principal rise, however, has been in other 
stocks. Oregon Navigation has risen 10 per cent 
to 175; Northwest preferred 6% per cent to 
144, Burlington and Qu ncy 4 per cent to 175, 
Chicago and Alton 2½ to 150%, Northern Pa- 


cific 1% to 39 and preferred 1s to 68. 
Delaware and -Lackawana 14s to 123% 


Delaware and Hudson 1% to 107%, Jersey 
Central 1, to 93. Lake Shore 1½ to 128%, 
Canada Southern 1% to $442 and Missouri Pa- 
citte one per cent to 127’. The re- 
mainder of the list has advanced 
a fraction. The strength of the Northern 
Pacific stocks is due, it appears, to purchases 
in anticipation of an upward movement to be 
made as soon as the stocks are placed on the 
London and principal Continental exchanges. 
The halt in the upward movement in Ontario 
and Western stock may be explained by the 
report which comes from Boston, to the effect 
the road is to be bonded for $20,000,000, these 
bends, of course, to precede the present 
stock whith averages something 
more thy $100,000 per mile. 
The road has) Re bonded debt. The report 
also says that the present shareholders are to 
have the privilege of taking the new bonds,

The State of Missouri has fssued three mil- | 
lions of bonds called Hannibal and st. Joseph 
Railway bonds. They bear six per cent inter- 
They are not due or redeemable for 
fourteen years. The road is paying the inter- 
est as it comes due. The debt is really the 
debt of the Hannibal and st. Joseph Railroad. 
The State is only the indorser or guarantor 
forthe final redemption of the bonds, For 
that, the’ State holds a first lien upon the 
road. Only in case the railroad should de- 
fault can the State become responsile for 
either principal or interest. But the road is 
amply good for both.

If it took the money it could not get. more 
than about 3½ per cent interest for it. That 
is all money is worth now. That is all any 
safebond pays. But the difference between 
3% per cent and six per cent per annum 
which it would have to pay, is 2% per cent or 
(on $3,000,000) $75,000 per annum for the next 
fourteen years.

SLEPT ON HER RIGHTS. 

Judge Treat rendered a decision in the case 
of Myra Clark Gaines against Hammond’s ad- 
ministrator. He stated that he commenced 
to write an elaborate opinion in the matter 


but found it expanding to such an extent that 
for want of time he abandoned it. One con- 
trolling view of the“ case disposed of 
the whole matter. The plaintiff was sui juris 
more than fifty years ago and if she succeed- 
ed, which is doubtful, to the rights of Relf & 
Chew, under the judgment of 1819 in their 
favor no adequate reason has been assigned in 
law or equity for her failure to 

rights prior to 1879 

she can not have the 
benefit of said judgmont in her own right, 
she is in a still worse condition. Relf and 
Chew, under the will of 1811 have been found 
judicially to have acted without authority, 
for said will after protracted litigation was 
held to have been superseded by the will of 
1813. Hence what Relf & Chew 
did, and what their agent Hammond 
did was void or voidable as against said per- 
sons and the plaintiff has slept upon her 
rights, if she had any, for more than fifty 
years. 

If Hammond owed anything to the Clarke 
estate the plaintiff hada right to pursue her 
demand as soon as she <attained 
her majority and she can not 
tack her subsequent disabilities by 
successive covertures to prevent the operas 
tion of the statute of limitations. If the plain- 
tiff claimed that judgments inured to her ben- 
efit there were two complete defenses, the 
statute oflimitations and the presumption of 
payment after fifty years’ lapse. No adminis- 
tration was taken upon the Hammond 
estate until 1879, and it was urged 
that the plaintiff had the statutory period ak- 
tér letters of administration to establish her 
demand however stale. Judge Treat does not 
so rend the Missouri decisions cited. If such 
doctrine were asserted there would be 
an end indefinitely to statutes of repose Me 
‘The 
administration statutcs require claimants to 
present their demands within thetime stated 
or stand barred. They do not revive claims 
previously barred by limitation. Hammond, 
under the rulings of the Supreme Court, had 
such interest in the Hunt tract 
during his lifetime he 
have maintained ejectment 


that 
could 


therefor, or that could possibly have been 


reached by execution. ‘The plaintiff might, if 
shehad any rights against Hammond, have 
pursued them before 1830 and prior to his 
death. The demurrer is sustained and the bill 
dismissed. 

THE CORN-PLANTER CASE, 

Judge Treat rendereda decision in the case 
of Geo. W. Brown vs. Deere, Mansur & Co., 
in the corn-planter suit. Upon the hearing of 
this cause on its merits it Was decided that.the 
plaintiff’s patent was valid and that the de- 
fendants had infringed on the same. 
A motion for rehearing was pre— 
sented substantially on the ground 
that the plaintiffs had discovered since the 
hearing proofs of prior use and artification of 
Plaintiil's patent, invalidating the same. The 
motion looked to the setting aside of the de- 
cree and the filing of an amended answer. The 
patent has only one year to run, 
and if wasted in litigation it would leave 
the plaintiff no. direct benetit from 
its existence, but would remit him only 
profits and damages recoverable from the in- 
fringes. The motion for rehearing Was over- 
ruled, and the motion to suspend the inter“ 
locutory decree for a perpetual injunction was 
also overruled. Judge Treat delivered an ex- 
haustive opinion upon the motion to suspend. 

A COUNTY’S COVENANT. 

The United States Circuit Court rendered 4 
decision in the case of Hall ys. Scotland coun- 
ty. This was an action to recover on the al- 
leged covenants by defendantin its deed to 
Plaintiff's grantors of certain tracts of laud 
the title of which never was in the defendant. 
The absence of title Was only 
as to some ef the tracts scheduled 
and the claims for recover is as 
to, the proportionate value of said tracts. 
Many points were urged involving the power 
of the court toconvey such bonds in any other 
thanthe statutory mode. The lands were 
Swamp and overflown, the title to which pass- 
ed from the United stetes to the State of Mis- 
souri, and from the latter to the county. By 
the State grant nothing passed to 
the cefendant, except What was in Scott 
county. Underthe rulings of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, the covenants of title ran 
With the land, and damages for the breach are 
recoverable by the present grantee from the 
original covenanter, vrovided the County 
Court had power to make such covenants. 
The main ingtiry was whether the 
covenant taken in connection with the 
terms of the deed covered lands 
other than those belonging to the county. To 
hold that the covenant extended as far as 
plaintiff claimed would, in Judge Treat’s 
opinion, disregard the obvious scope and ex- 
tent ofthe deed. The demurrer Was sus- 
tained. 

THE LOUISIANA FERRY. 

Judge MeCrary rendered a decision in the 
case of Lonergan vs. Mississippi River Bridge 
Company. This was a suit to recover dama- 
ges for injury to certain lands and a ferry 
franchise by reason of the construction of a 
dyke in the river. Congress in 1871 
approved the erection of a railway bridge 
at Louisiana, Mo. The dyke wis 
erected forthe better improvement of the 
navigation. The identical controversy was 
before the Supreme Court ofMissouri and the 
courts of Illinois. Judgment was rendered in 
favor of the defendant, concurringin the rul— 
ings of those courts upon the question.

THRICE TRIED. 


Kotovsky, the Murderer, on Trial for 
a Third Time. 


Details of the Cold-Blooded Shooting of 
Augusta Simons. 


Joseph Michael Kotovsky was arraigned in 
the Criminal Court to-day to be tried for th, 


third time for the murder of Ausustaf 


Simons. Previous to October 10, 1878, Ko. 
tovsky was a bartender at Jacob von Gerich— 
ten’s saloon, corner of Seventh arid Caouteay 
uvenue, Augusta Simons was a sefvant in 
Dr. Kolbenheyer’e family on South Eighth 
street, near Gratiot. The testimony adduced 
atthe Coroner’s inquest was given by Annie 
Moody, who lived next door and was an ac.

The brewing trade is 
only second to the manufacture of flour in its 
size and importance, and both are alike in the

‘The Post-DISPATCH oublished the 
sentiments of leading brewers 
yesterday. The dealers in barley are also

The Theory of the .Explesion—Evi- 
dences of its Terrifie Force. 


Partial Destruction of fhe National Hote! 
Narrow Escape of un Con- 
vivial Crowd. 


When the PosT-DISPATCH reporter jumped 
off the Iron Mountain train at Kimmswick, 


there was no need to inquire the locality of 
last night's terrible casualty. Southwest from 
the depot in plain view was the wreck of what 
was the flouring mill. A fringe of humanity 


| surrounded the ruins and those who were. 


early on the scene were explaining to later 
comers where the dead and the injured were 
taken out and how the flames were kept from 


spreading. 

At five minutes before six o’clock last even- 
ing there was a prolonged rattling crash which 
brought people out of doors for a mile away, 
wondering what could have happened. Mr. 
T. W. Guy, one of the justices of Kimmswick, 
said to the reporter that he was in the Station- 
house and the noise seemed to him 
just as if an engine had jumped 
the track and plunged into the side of the 
building. He was one of the first to reach the 
mill and organizing a bucket brigade directed 
the first efforts towards putting out the flames 
which appeared in various portions of the 
ruins. Afterwards came the work of taking 
out the victims of the terrible explosion. Of 
the five persons in the mill at the time three 
were killed and two badiy bruised. The 
killed were: 

John Schmidt, son of the proprietor, aged 
twenty-three years. 

Frank Schmidt, son of the proprietor, aged 
twenty years. 

Charles Baker, a boy of fourteen, son of Al- 
len Baker, a mechanic of Kimmswick. 

The wounded were Frank Schmidtsr, the 
owner of the mill, and the miller whose name 
is Taylor, but who was generally known 
throughout the village as **the Red Miller.” 

The mill was a three-story structure with a 
one-story shed on the west side in which were 
the boiler, engine and fly-wheel, the main 
building containing the mill machinery pro- 
per. Evidences of the force of the explosion 
exist for many yards around. The shed, 
covering the boiler was torn to kindling 
wood. The main building was unroofed and 
left with great gaping holes in the walls, al- 
most ready to fail. 

The surroundings and the effects of the ex- 
plosion may be better understood by a glance 
ut the accompanying diagram.

The condition of the mill has been describ- 
ed. Just west of the engine room was a jong 
warehouse partially filled with wheat, with a 
cellar under the north end. This was torn to 
pieces by fragments of the boiler and furnace, 
and by a very singular freak nearly all the fire 
in the furnace was gathered up, carried across 
the intervening space and deposited in the 
cellar of this * It was at that point 
that the most of the fire fighting had to be 
done. Along the front of the engine room 
Was a long pile of cord wood and a wagon 
loaded with wood. Great fragments of the 
boiler plates struck this cord wood 
and scattered it all over the street. 
But for this barrier the fiving 
fragments wou'd have been hurled into the 
saloon over the way, which was full cf men at 
the time. Doubtless the cordwood prevented 
greater loss of life. The debris which was 
carried northward ata higher elevation than 
the wood, went over the top of the saloon and 
into the second and third stories of the Na- 
tional, or Rauschenbach’s, Hotel, a large 
brick structure. The south side of this build- 
ing looks asif it had been subjected to bom- 
bardment. Pieces of the machinery and 
boards have punched holes through the wall 
in a number of places. The fire-plate and 
doors of the furnace and portions of the flues 
went into the hotel, and one piece after 
going through the wail, crossed the room, 
broke through the door and struck a second 
door across the hall. Fortunately nobody was 
in that portion of the hotel thus uner- 
moniously entered. The damace to the build- 
ing is estimated at 00. The south wall of 
the hotel is fully a hundred and fifty feet from 
the mill. . 

As soon asthe citizens were sure of their 
Sa against the fire,they commenced 

ooking for the persons known to have heen in 
the mill. Charhe Aaker was found gasping 
his last breath on the floor of the engine room, 
Witha beam across his chest which was crush- 
ed in. Otherwise he was not injured appar- 
ently. The boy had gone into the engine room 
to warm himself. 

John Schmidt 
His left leg was broken at the 
the neck was broken and he was 
bruised and bloody from head to foot. When 
the explosion occurred he was in the engine 
room. It is believed from the statements of 
the survivors that John was at the fiv-whee! 
in the act of starting up the machinery, which 
had been stopped for a few minutes. His 
body Was found under some rubbish in the 
main part of the mill, twenty feet from where 
he must have been when the explosion oc- 
curred, 

The body of Frank Schmidt was the most 
horrible spectacle of all. He probably was at 
the throttie-valve starting the engine. The 
valve Was between thé engine and the boiler. 
He was hurled against the piston-rod with 
such force that both legs were knocked off 
one at the thigh and the other at the knee and 
left lying under the rod. 
The rest of the remains 
were found horribly mangled in the extreme 
southwest corner of the mill where the bran 
was let down. 

The old man, Frank Schmidt,who owns the 
mill, was lying near the burr stones uncon- 
selous,and badly bruised. te recovered short! 
after being taken out, but remains wild an 
incoherent with grief and excitement.

From what the. survivors say, it is known 
that the water had been allowed to run low in 
the boiler. The mill has a pipe connection 
with the creek, but it had 
been broken by cold weather, and for 
some days water has been hauled in 
barrels from the river. The N men had 
just brought up a supply shortly before and 
were on the point of starting up the machin- 
ery again when the explosion occurred. It is 
supposed they had let the cold water into the 
nearly empty and overheated boilers. 

The force was terrific. Fritz Hook told the 
Post-DISPATCH reporter that the concussion 
was sufficient to throw his doors —. a mile 
out of town. The door of Mr. John Mon- 
teith’s house, on the heights at Montesano 
Springs, was alsothrown open. A piece of 
the boiler went eastward over the railroad de- 
pot and knocked down a panel of fence. Mr. 
A. T. Harlow feund another section of boiler- 
plate at L door on the hill a hundred and 
fifty yards south ef the mill. Many people 
heard the noise of the explosion a mile away. 

No investigation has yet been held but there 
is a good deal ef indignation expressed that 
the mill had no licensed engineer. It was a 
good deal larger and better than the average 
country mill and Schmidt shipped considerable 
flour to St. Louis. There was $8,00) insurauce 
on the concern but the policies are not sup- 

osed to cover an explosion. The loss to 
Schmidt is thought to be not less than $16,000. 
The old man is too much agitated to 
have any definite idea of what be intends to 
do. He is a man of considerable means, and 
has alarge family. One of his daughters is 


married and resides in St. Louis. 


‘CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


Synopsis of the Sections to be Submitted 
to 


Popular Vote. 

Thirteen amendments to the city Charter 
will be submitted to popular vote in April, 
Mayor-Overstolz having approved the ordi- 
nance forthem. The changes from the pres- 
ent instrument thus proposed, may be briefly 
recapitulated: 

No. „1 provides for deputy recorders of 
voters and registration offices in the different 
wards to be kept open at such hours and for 
such periods as may be proscribed by ordi- 
nance in the future. Every man who has had 
the experience of trying to register at the City 


Hall during a political campaign will vote 


„’, on this. ; 

No. 2 does away with the requirement that 
the judges and clerks of election shall be free- 
holders. They must reside in the districts 
where appointed, and be qualified voters. An- 
other feature of the amendment is the pro- 
vision for paying the judges $3. Heretofore 
they have had to serve without pay. 

No. 3 makes the session of the Assembly 
commence the third Tuesday in April instead 
of the first, which conflicted with the election 
day. 

No.4 gives the Assemblymen $600, instead 
of $500 a year. , 

No. 5 defines more specifically the process 
by which a bill becomes a law or is vetoed. 
The old section reads as follows: 

„Every bill presented to the Mayor and re- 
turned within ten days to the House in which 
the same originated with the approval of the 
Mayor, shall become an ordinanae.’’ 

It is to be supplanted with the following, if 
the voters shall so determine: 

„Every bill, without unnecessary delay, after 
its passage by both Houses, shall be presented 
to the Mayor for his approval o. disapproval. 
The Mayor shall, within ten days after such 
presentation, consider and return such bill to 
the House in which it originated, with his ap- 
proval endorsed thereon, or accompanied by 
his objection. If he approve the same, it shall 
become a law; or, in case the Municipal As- 
sembly remain in session for ten days after 
such presentation and the Mayor fails to re- 
turn such bill as herein required, it shall be- 
come a law, as if approved by him. Provided, 
thatifthe Municipal Assembly shall finally 
adjourn within ten days after any such pre- 
sentation, the Mayor shall within ten days 
after such adjournment return such bill to 
the Register with his approval, or reasons for 
disapproval; otherwise it shall become a law, 
as if approved.’’ 

No. 6 provides the limit of time in 
which the Mayor must report to the Council 
the appointments to fill vacancies. If they be to 
fill Vacancies caused by the expirations of 
regular terms they must be sent to the Coun- 
cil within thirty days of the beginning of the 
annual session, and for vacancies otherwise 
caused within ten days fromthe time the va- 
cancies occur. 

No. 7 provides the course to be pur- 
sued in assessing benefitted property for 
improvements. It simply adds to the present 
section clauses providing the method for 
bringing suits to enforce the action of the 
commissioners against assessed benefits. 

No. 8 provides a new pian for the re- 
construction of streets whereby half of the 
costcomes outof the general revenue, in- 
stead of the whole being assessed against 
property holders. 

No. 9 cuts off from the section provid- 
ing for the construction of district sewers, the 
clause specifying the clause for the collection 
of the cost of them. 

No. 10 
all the amendments. It provides an elaborate 
plan for the assessment and collection of 
special taxes. 

No. 11 provides that the Assembly 
may take 100 acres of O’Fallon, or Carondelet 
Park, or 250 acres of Forest Park, for a House 
of Refuge. 

No. 12 provides that every street railroad 
shall deposit $100 with the city to guarantee 
that the space between the rails shall be kept 
in good repair, If the companies don’t act 
promptly in the matter the city will have the 
work done and pay forit out of the deposit. 
No. 13 adds a section to the article 
on the Board of Health giving power to 
enforce the abatement of nuisances by prose- 
cution and specifying the method of bringing 
complaint.

Rowse Favors It at First, and then 


Repudiates It.

The Obstruction Policy Adopted: by 
Republican Assemblymen for 
Political Effect. 


Nearly a month ago the Post-DIsparcn 
called attention to what seemed to be the 
adoption of an obstruction policy by Repub- 
lican members of the Gas Committee of the 
Municipal Assembly to throw the settlement 
over and make the muddle an issue in the 
It is now being asserted 
openly by prominent Republicans that their 
representatives will adjust the difficulties and 
make the terms of compromise after the April 
election. Notwithstanding the manifest in- 
tention of the Republican members of the As- 
sembly committee, who have a majority, to re- 
main inactive till after the next admin- 
istration comes in, the citizens, ir e- 
spective of party, who undertook to 
recommenda compromise which shouk. be 
just to city and company have continued to 
work. Their tirst proposition laid before che 
committee andthe St. Louis Gas Light Ccm- 
pany embraced the following points: 

1. Material reduction in the cost of supply- 
ing the public lamps, now $37 per lamp per 
anirum. 

2. Reduction in the price of gas to private 
consumers, now $2 50 per 1,900 feet. 

3. A division of the profits between city and 
company, so that both shall be interested in 
the increase of business and extension of 
privileges. 

This plan was the result of a good deal of 
deliberation by a number of tax-payers 
and consumers, including Jacob S. Merrell. 
Henry J. Spaunhorst, Citizen Fink, Silas 

zent, Joseph O'Neil, Nathan Cole, Albert 
Todd, J. K. Cummings and others. 

Mr. Rowse and his associates of the Assem- 
bly committee objected to the plan because 
it favored the payment of a fixed sum annu- 
ally by the company to the city—the same 
proposition in outline that the Laclede Com- 
pany has made to the city and which is now 

efore the Upper House. Mr. Lackland, Mr. 
Allen and other ae who represent the 
St. Louis Gas Light Company, object to the 
plan of paying a fixed sum annually 
becauso they say they would prefer the city to 
be asharerin the profits and thus be inter- 
ested in extending the charter and privileges 
of the company. If the fixed annual payment 
is agreed upon, then the} company will be at 
the mercy of the first rival that comes along 
and offers to make better terms with the city. 
These gentlemen want to insure a reasonable 
return to their stockholders and to give their 
stock the character of permanent investment. 
To do this they are willing to give the city an 
interest which will amount to more in dollars 
than a fixed payment. They want an end put 
to perplexing and harassing litigation and 
1 

After giving the subject of gas making in St. 
Louis a good deal of attention, the committee 
of citizens put the last section of their plan in 
detinite fo about tWo weeks ago. The com- 
pany ag — 

1. o supply the strect lamps at &. 
year ee 2 : en 

2. Tofurnish.gas to consumers at $2 25 
1,000 feet, with discounts at 5, 7 — 10 Ber 
cent according to quantity. 

3. To divide profits annually in this order: 
(a.) The sum of $240,000 to payment of divi- 
dend to stockholders. (b.) at remained, 
if any, up to $100,000 to go to the city. (e.) 
The remainder to be divided equally between 
city and company. 

Of course under this arrangement the city 
would get nothingif the profits fell under 

240,000, and the stockholders would get sim- 
ply the first dividend yearly until the profits 
exceeded $340,000. The company also offered 
to give the elty representation in the board of 
directors, make reports to the Comptroller, 
and so on, but about this there was no contro- 
versy. It was on the third section of the pro- 
position that the representatives of the city 
and company split. 

The committee of citizens accepting the 
other sections set to work on the problem of 
the division of the protits and finally deter- 
mined that a less complicated arrangement 
would be better for both sides. After studv- 
ing the costs of gas-making and prospects of 

rofits the gentlemen concluded that it would 
ve the fair thing to divide the profits on the 
basis of fourths. In other words the other 
sections of the proposition of the company 
should be accepted and instead of the third

The Suicide of Last Evening Recog- 
nized as Chris. Vossler. 


This morning a boy named Joseph W. Voss- 
ler, called atthe Morgue and identified the 
dead man who was found yesterday afternoon 
on Eellefontaine road, near Calvary Ceme- 
tery, With a bullet woundin his left breast. 


When examined by Mr. Predicow, he testi- 
fied as follows: 

„1 recognize the 
father, Christpher Vossler, aged fil- 
ty-six years. He was a tailor 
by occupation, and resided at No. 2113 North 
Thirteenth street. The last time I saw him 
alive was about 7 o’clock onthe evening of 
February 2, when he left the house and never 
returned.
